It is very dosii-ablc 
that wo should have, as hoon as pos- 
sible, a principal for tho high school. 
Nothing but » desire to save expenses- 
has prevented us from employing a 
first-class teacher for that position be 
fore now. 


Wo are continuity urged to mil 


German to our course of study. This 
is a public want which must bo mo 
at an early days. 


Wo havo lost some of our 
lies 


teachers because wo did not fuel able1 
to pay as high salaries as they woro 
offered in other citias. This oughi 
not to bo so. 


Of the present indebtedness of Iho 


district, $11,18905 will become duo on 
the 1st, day of February next ;"$lf>,000- 
00 of tho remaining $'15,000 00 will be. 
duo on tho 1st day of April, 
187-1

Tho news from tho North Carolina elec- 


tion, meager though it was, proved to bo 
sufficient to raise the enthusiasm of the 
Greeleyitee to fever heat, and through tho 
whole of Saturday afternoon preparations 
were going on for a grand blow-out In tho 
evening. 
Before it was fairly dark a bon- 


fire was kindled on the old square, and a 
couple of anvils were brought into requisi- 
tion to consume the powder which was to 
symbolic the joy felt by the Dolly Var- 
dens over a victory that is hardly yet a 
dead sure thing. A couple ot hundred 
people gathered on the square, and Major 
Nelson was called out to address them. 


We did not hear much of tho Major's 


speech, but learn that it consisted of the 
usual arraignment of tho Republican par- 
ty, and a labored argument to prove that 
tho swallowing of Horace Greeley was not 
such a terrible thing after all. The speaker 
wound up by saying that ho had been 
around over tho district, and if tho leaven 
kept working Joe Cannon would not bo 
our next representative in Congress, Wo 
are assured by those who heard all of it 
that he made a good speech. 


Mr. II. L, Seymour, (a nephew cf Ho- 


ratio), was then loudly called for, and very 
reluctantly took the stand. Ho apolegizcd 
for bis want of preparation— like the mod- 
est man ho is— and then proceeded to de- 
liver an address which was frequently in- 
terrupted by the most vociferous applause. 
lie evidently did not want to speak, aud 
was only induced to proceed by loud calls 
from his hearers to "go on" every time ho 
attempted to stop. 
We can hardly tell 


what Mr. S. talked about, but wo aro sure 
he made a good speech, and if ho could 
only overcome hi» excessive modesty lie 
would undoubtedly attain great celebrity as 
a public speaker. 


After the conclusion of Mr. Seymour's 


effort there seemed to bo a disposition man- 
ifested upon tho part of many to close th« 
meeting, but the great majority of tho 
crowd evidently wanted some mom infor- 
mation, and In tho most expressive man- 
ner called for Mr. I. A. Buckingham.— 
Now "Buck" is one of tho best sneakers in 
this neck of woods, but his meek and re- 
tiring disposition oporates very greatly to 
his disadvantage, and ho never makes a 
speech except when ho is forced out, as ha 
was on Saturday night. On this occasion, 
however, he fairly outdid himself. His ef- 
fort was geographical, historical, logical, 
scientific, and sparkling with wit and hu- 
mor throughout. Ho did not say much 
about tho election in North Carolina, but 
ho talked about a battle which took place 
in that State during tho Involution, and 
spoke of tho first white child ^boru in that 
region. Ho failed to tell us, however, 
whether it was a boy or girl, and left his 
audience in a sad state of uncertainty as to 
whether it belonged to ono of the first fam- 
ilies, or whether it was merely one of the 
"poor white trash."

Before it was fairly dark a bon- 
fire was kindled on tho old square, and n 
couple of finvila were brought into requisi- 
tion lo consume the powder which was to 
symbolism Ihe joy felt by the Dolly Var- 
dens over a victory that is hardly yet a 
dead sure thing. A couple ot hundred 
people gathered on tlm square, and Major 
Ndson was called oul to address them. 


We did not hear much of tho Major's 


speed), but learn that it consisted of the 
usual arraignment of tho Republican par- 
ty, aud a labored argument to prove that 
tlio swallowing of Horace Greeley was uot 
such a terrible thing after all.
